Be at End 


Washington.—Peace with Germany 
by adoption of a joint resolution de- 
\claring the war at an end, was put 
squarely before congress by represen- 
tatives in control of the house. Fram- 
ed by Republican members of the for- 
eign affairs committee and by party 
leaders, the measure was thrown’ in 
the hopper with as little ceremony as 
if it had been a bridge bill, but in- 
stantly there developed a demand for 
speedy action. A move to jam it 
through the house took shape, but 
Democrats, outspoken in their oppos- 
ition, finally obtained an agreément to 
postpone consideration. 

While trying to work a resolution 
calculated to suit all factions of their 
party, Republican committee men had 
arranged to call it up immediately. 

The resolution introduced by chair- 
man Foster, of the foreign affairs 
committee, pressed for termination of 
a state of war as soon as it becomes 

effective. It provides also for recip- 
rocal trading with Germany under cers- 
tain reservations and for a repeal of 
the president’s war powers, Germany 


president that it has declared’ a ter- 


mination of war and waived all claims 
against the United States, “that it 
would not have had the right to assert 
had the United States raitfied the 
Treaty of Versailles.” 

Upon Germany's failure to eend 
such notification, trading, or the mak- 


ing of loans or credits would be pro- 


hibited except with the license of ¢ 
president. 

Republican members of the foreign 
affairs committee, to which the resolu- 
tion was referred without comment, 
worked in conference for more than 
five hours before they mapped out a 
measure designed to overcome all 


After chairman Campbell, of the rules 
committee, had announced that the 
tesolution would be taken up immed- 
iately, with four hours sect aside for
